TOK ASSAULT. 


Lust night about 10 o'clock a murderous 


assault was mudo upon Coroner John 
Dlnnecn In tho cut about 200 yard* west 
of the city limits on iho Wnbnsh railway 
within 100 yards of his tesldcncc, which 
Is located on the south side of the railroad. 
From what can bo gathered from the 
Injured man. It appears that ho was quiet- 
ly wending his way homeward nt the hour 
named, when on entering tho cut above 
referred to two or more men cume down 
tho embankment, and one of them struck 
him on tho head with a club, which felled 
him lo the ground, almost knocking him 
senseless. Ho struggled to bis feet and 
bravely resisted the attack, but the supe- 
rior strength of tho unknown robber*, 
coupled with the stunning blows of the 
murderous club, were loo much for him 
and ho was soon overpowered, robbed ol 
his money nnd watch, and loft on the rail- 
road truck in tin unconscious condition, at 
the mercy of Ihe lightning express train 
due here at 10:80. An overruling provi- 
dence, however, frustrated tho designs of 
the villains in this respect, nnd Mr. I>ln- 
wen came to and got off tho track shortly 
heforo tho train wi-nt thundering by. It 
HuetiM that, Instead of going home, the 
poor man wandered about through the 
ravines and over the hills in that neigh- 
borhood for nearly un hour iu a semi-con- 
scious state; ho didn't seem to renll/.e 
how badly ho wan Injured, and did not 
know whero ho wus, 
About 11:15 he 


Htcifiped at the first house whero :i light 
wus visible, stumbled into the yard, got 
on tho porch und stood there somcilino 
tramping around, failing lo knock. Tho 
door wa* suddenly opened, und he found 
himself nt the house of Mr. Lou. A. 
Drockwny, the painter, corner of North 
Cr.)lfge and Cerio Clordo streets, hulf a 
mile from where tho terrible assault was 
made.

Mr. Drockway naked Mr. Dinneen what 


ho wanted, and tho exhausted man, whoso 
head und breast were covered with blood, 
replied, "I want to come In und rest." 
Supposing that the man hud the smallpox 
and had escaped from his bed, and not 
being able to learn his name or recognize 
him, Mr. Drockwny sent a messenger for 
his brother, Deputy Marshal llrockway, 
who came, and recognized tho man us 
John Dlunecu. They took him In and 
put him to bed, when I)r. H. L. Walston 
wan himtily summoned. 


DANIIKllOCli 1NJUUIHS. 


On examination il was discovered that 


Mr. Dinneen bud received u multitude of 
blows <m his head, eight cutting through 
to the skull, undone on thu back of his 
head, (probably the llrRt received), extend- 
ing from ear lo ear. Hlood was running 
fiotu both of liis earn, which tho hur;;eon 
considers a very bud sign. A frightful 
cut over his left eyo hud caused that 
organ to swell up us large as an Kn,;ll«li 
walnut, and was black as u piece of coal 
this morning. The wounds were care- 
fully dtessed, and the coroner was left in 
Mr. Urockwiiy'a charge, who, assisted by 
his wife, watched over him and ministered 
to his wants until this morning, when Dr. 
Wn' ton again culled and found his patient 
in u -mil, lelbuiglc state. It was home- 
lime before he could be aroused, when 
Mr. Dinneen spoke a few intelligible sen- 


paid in. With this sum In hi* coat pocket, 
a (00 watch and ;his privale paper*, be 
left the (tore n little before ten o'clock 
and started for home alone, cirrying no 
weapon of defense, doubtless presuming 
thut, a* he had often gone home at night 
before und had never been attacked, he 
would not be molested this lluio. Illn 
bubacqucnt experience shows that hit, 
habits were known, and that if he had 
had a whole arsenal on his person he 
would tmvo boon knocknl down anil robbed ol' 
Ms money and watch by tho muntorous vll- 
lulni whu illuitly watchisl for till coming out 
tii tiro In iha« limely Ijilnco, which Is now sp«t» 
U-red with Ibe lift- blwd of their unfortunate 
victim.

THE CI.l'B THAT DID TUB YVOHK. 


This morning, after learning from Mr. 


Dinneen the whereabouts of tho frightful 
occurrence of last night, Deputy Marshal 
llrockway and Policeman John Tucker 
visited the spot designated above, nnd 
there lying beside the track wcro Mr. D.'s 
hat, a memorandum book, and a huge oak 
club, made from u stick of cord wood, 
atout three feet long, four inches through 
at one end, and tapered down like a base 
bull club at the other end. This fearful 
looking cudgel was hewed with an axe or 
hatchet, nnd was very rough, having the 
appearance of having been made quite 
recently. On the club at tho handle and 
at Ihc end were Fevernl wide blood stains, 
showing that it was handled by nifllans 
who had planned to take their victim'* 
life if necessary, and doubtless they 
thought him. dead when they made off 
with their booty. The appearance of the 
ground where the club wns found,'indica- 
ted that a severe struggle must have oc- 
curred between Mr. Diuneen and bis 
assailants. 
The club is now at police 


headquarters, and will be a terrible wit- 
ness against tho perpetrators of this inhu- 
man deed if they are overhauled by the 
officers, who arc now usiag every mean* 
in their power to get on the track of Ibe 
criminals.

Fall Test of tkc feature M Pawed. 


Be it enacted, &c., That all pensions 


which have been granted under the gen- 
eral law regulating pensions, or may 
hereafter be granted, in consequence of 
death from causes which originated in 
tho United States service during the 
late war of the rebellion, or in conse- 
quence of wounds, injuries, or disease 
received or contracted in said service 
during ?aid war of the rebellion, shall 
commence from the date of discharge 
from said service of the person on whose 
account 
the claim has been or may 


hereafter be granted, or from the ter- 
mination of the right of the party hav- 
ing prior title to such pension; pro- 
vided, the rate of the pension for the in- 
tervening time for which arrears of pen- 
sions are hereby granted shall be the 
same per month for which the pension 
was originally granted, 


Srr. a. That the Commissioner of 


Pensions is hereby authorized and direc- 
ted to adopt such rules and regulations 
fir the payment of arrears of pensions 
hereby granted as will be necessary to 
cause to be paid to such pensioners, or, 
if the pensioners shall Imvo died, to the 
person or persons entitled to tlio same, 
all such arrears of pension as tho pen- 
sioner may be or would have been en- 
titled to under this act. 


SEC. :i 
That section -1,717, Revised 


Statutes which provides that no claim 
for pension not prosecuted to a success- 
ful IIBUO within five years from the date 
of filing tho same shall be admitted 
without recorded oudenee from the 
War or Navy Department of tho injury 
or disease which resulted in the inabil- 
ity or death of the person on whose ac- 
count the claim is made; provided, that 
in any case on whiuli the limitation 
prescribed by this section barn farther 
prosecution of the claim, the claimant 
may present, through 
tho Pension 


Office, to tho Adjutant (Joneral of tho 
Army or Surgeon General of the Navy, 
ovidcnod that the disease or injury 
which resulted in tho disability or death 
of the person on whoso account the 
claim is made originated in the service 
and in the lino of duty, and, if such 
evidence is deemed satisfactory by tho 
officer to whom it may be submitted, ho 
shall cause a record of tho fact so 
proved to bo made, and a copy of the 
same transmitted to the Commissioner 
of Pensions, and the bar to the prosecu- 
tion of the claim shall thereby bo re- 
moved, bo and the some is hereby re- 
pealed.

No claim agent or other 


person shall be entitled to receive any 
compensation for services in making ap 
plication for arrears of pension. 


SBC. 5. That all acts or parts of 


acts, so far aa they may conflict with 
the provisions in this act, be and tho 
samo are hereby repealed.

The black death, which has again ap- 


peared in some p»ru of BunU, hM 
proved very destructive, and cauied the 
greatest alarm. This is the i»me dw- 
ease which, in the fourteenth century, 
desolated the globe, and it getiiti name 
ftom the black spou, symptomatic of » 
putrid decomposition, that show them- 
selves at one of its stages on the skm 
of the sufferer. It is thought to have 
had its origin in China in 1333, some 
fifteen years before its outbreak in Eu- 
rope, and it raged for twenty-five years, 
while drouth, famines, floods, earth- 
quakes that swallowed towns and moun- 
tains, and swarms of locusts, spread de- 
vastation 
everywhere. 
During the 


same period, Europe had as many ab- 
normal conditions as the East. 
The 


order of nature appeared to bo reversed. 
Tho seasons were at various times in- 
verted; thunder-storms wcro frequent 
in midwinter, and volcanoes long con- 
sidered extinct burst forth afresh. 
The 


theory is that the extraordinary activ- 
ity of the earth, accompanied by de- 
composition of vast organic masses- 
myriads of locusts, brutes, and bodies of 
human beings—produced some change 
in the atmosphere 
inimical to life. 


Some writers say that the impure air 
was actually visible as it approached 
with its burden of death. The plague 
owed its extension almost wholly to in- 
fection and contagion. Three years 
passed from the date of its appearance 
in Constantinople before it crept by a 
huge circle to the Russian Territories. 
Statistics were not obtainable then, but 
it is estimated that in China alone 13,- 
000,000 people died, and in the remain- 
der of the East 24,000,000, while in 
Kuropo 25,000,000 souls perished, mak- 
ing a grand and terrible total of 62,000,- 
000. 
Although there is little danger 


of tho spread of the post to Western 
Europe—for many generations it has 
been confined to the East—it is not 
strange that tho Russians should be 
startled by the ravages tho black death 
has already made. Persons attacked 
with it are said to die like flies, and tho 
ignorant and superstitious peasantry are 
so terrified by it that many arc thought 
to have perished of pure fright. 
For- 


tunately, the laws of health and the 
pcculinrities of disease are much better 
understood now than in centuries gone 
by.

At the departure of General Grant 


and party from Marseilles, on their east- 
ern tour, the people of Marseilles flock- 
ed to the harbor, and the ships at anchor 
displayed their fullest dress of flags nnd 
streamers. In addition to this, a na- 
tional courtesy preceded tho party in 
dispatches from Marshal MacMahon to 
the French Admirals on foreign stations 
and to the governors of French colonies, 
commanding them to treat ex-President 
Grant with all the honors due to the 
head of an independent State. 


In regard to the late visit of General 


Grant to Gibraltar tho London World 
says : 


"Tho garrison commander, Lord Na- 


pier, and the General became great cro- 
nies on the occasion of the ex.Presi- 
dent's visit to that place. 
They rode 


and itrolled about, and had moss din- 
ners, and there was a review as well as 
a sham battle. 
There was some sur- 


prise that the General did not wear bis 
uniform at the review; but the American 
Consul told my correspondent that 
Ulysses had tired of his uniform and 
sent it home. 
However his horseman- 


ship was a theme of universal admira- 
tion. 
The soldiers did their best in 


marching and manoeuvering. Lord Na- 
pier was greatly pleased, and said he 
had never seen them do so well in his 
life, and bo supposed they were putting 
their best foot forward for the Yankee 
commander. It was rather a trial to 
undergo the inspection of a man who 
had commanded over a million of men 
and taken part, in most instances as 
commander, in fifty pitched battles." 


Hogs Will I* I'p 


Farmers, at a rule, are apt to judge 


tho future by the present. Because a 
crop sells this year for less than the 
cost of production, they seem to think 
it will always be so, and they declare 
they will never waste thoir time in rais- 
ing'that crop again, whereas it may be 
tbat only next season it may be the best 
paying product they could grow. Just 
now there is a general feeling that it 
does not pay to raise pork, because the 
prico has been very low the past season. 
But all farmers know that it has boon a 
paying crop, many have always made it 
thoir principal money crop. It is rea- 
sonable to think that it may be so again. 
Our correspondent, Jamct Ililey, of 
Boono county, the well known Berk- 
shire breeder, has an idea upon this 
subject that is worth the attention of 
all Western farmers.

"The pig trade is jiirotncly dull. 
I 


have over 100 pigs on hand at present 
but my sales arc t>o slow that it docs 
not pay the cost of advertising. Still I 
fed confident that there will be a reac- 
tion, and the pig will be on hii feet 
ajjain in the near future. 
The farmers 


all over tho country arc putting their 
brood sows, pigs and all that they can 
gel into market this winter, seemingly 
in the belief that there will be no hogs 
needed nest year. The result will be a 
short crop and high prices."—Indiana 
Farmer.
